Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114.

6. Claims 24-46 are allowed. 

7. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

8. The subject matter of the independent claim could either not be found or was not 
suggested in the prior art of record. The subject matter not found was a valve housing 
having a longitudinal axis having an inlet and first and second outlets of substantially 
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equal flow capacity and spaced from and parallel to the longitudinal axis, an open end 
cap coupled to the valve housing, a flexible diaphragm between the cap and valve 
housing movable between an open and closed position to seal the flow path between 
the inlet and first and second outlets, a biasing mechanism disposed about the 
longitudinal axis between the cap and flexible diaphragm to bias the diaphragm towards 
the closed position, a piston, or control block, disposed about the longitudinal axis and 
providing controlled movement of the diaphragm from the open to closed position, and a 
pair of flexible tubes coupled to each of the first and second outlets and having 
connectors coupled to their opposite ends for conveying medical medication to separate 
locations from a single source of medication in combination with the other elements of 
the claims.
